I. Claims 1-34, drawn to platinum complexes represented by complexes 

disclosed on page 22, page 8 ( 1 st formula ) and page 9 ( 1 st formula ) of 
specification, pharmaceutical compositions containing these complexes 
and method of treating tumors using these complexes, classified in class 
548, subclass 101. 

II. Claims 1-34, drawn to platinum complexes represented by complexes 

disclosed on page 18, page 8 ( 2 nd formula ) and page 9 ( 2 nd formula ) of 
specification, pharmaceutical compositions containing these complexes 
and method of treating tumors using these complexes, classified in class 
548, subclass 216. 

III. Claims 1-34, drawn to platinum complexes represented by fused bicyclic 

complexes disclosed on pages 8 ( 3 rd formula ) and 9 ( 4 th formula ) of 
specification, pharmaceutical compositions containing these complexes 
and method of treating tumors using these complexes, classified in class 
548, subclass 108. 

IV. Claims 1-34, drawn to platinum complexes represented by fused triicyclic 

complexes disclosed on pages 8 ( 4 th formula ) and 9 ( 5 th formula ) of 
specification, pharmaceutical compositions containing these complexes 
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and method of treating tumors using these complexes, classified in class 
548, subclass 302.1. 
V. Claims 1-34, drawn to platinum complexes represented by non-heterocyclic 
complexes disclosed on pages 14, 16, 17 and 20 of specification, 
pharmaceutical compositions containing these complexes and method of 
treating tumors using these complexes, classified in class 502, subclass

3. The inventions I through V as defined above are patentably distinct, each from the 
other since they are structurally so divergent that a reference showing compounds of 
invention I would not render compounds of inventions II through V prima facia obvious. 
Search required for e.g ; compounds of invention I in class 548, subclass 101 is not the 
same search required for e.g ; compounds of invention II in class 548, subclass 216 and 
therefore, constitutes a burdensome search. 

4. A telephone call was made to the applicant's attorney, Mr. William W. Schwarze on 
Sep. 21 , 2006 to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did 
not result in an election being made.
